Home Saving 
Achieves 5 
World Marks 

Record-smashing perform¬ 
ances by its Pasadena office 
and 23 other Southern Cali¬ 
fornia branches gave Home 
Savings and Loan Associa¬ 
tion five world records for 
its industry during 1960, 
Howard Ahmanson, chair¬ 
man of the board announced.
